Too Many Facts 


Sculpture is subtraction. 
The 


figure takes shape as the artist, 
wielding his chisel, cuts away 
from the original block all that 
is surplus. 


Something simitar happens in a 


trial. The issues take shape as the 
judge, wielding the rules of 
evi- 


dence, seeks to cut away whatever 
is surplus—facts that are not "rele- 
vant" to the case. The purpose is 
to remove those facts that are not 
important, the better to see those 
facts that are. 


Which facts are relevant? Basic- 


ally it's a matter of common sense, 
applied to the circumstances of 
the individual case. Thus, in a 
murder trial, the fact that the de- 
fendant owned a gun might well 
be relevant—but not if the slaying 


was done with a dagger. For then, 
ownership of the gun would have 
no logical connection with the 
murder. 


Even if there is a connection, a 


fact may be held irrelevant if the 
connection is too slight. Consider 
rthese examples: 


In an assault case, the court 


ruled out evidence that the de- 
fendant was found drunk—a 
con- 


siderable time after the crime had 
been committed. 


In a theft case, the court ruled 


out evidence that the defendant 
often used profanity. 


In an abduction case, the court 


ruled out evidence that the de- 
fendant knew a man who bad a 
police record. 
. 
Each of these rejected facts might 


have been interesting enough as a 
conversational tidbit. But none of 
them shed 
much 
light on 
the 


issues before the court. Worse, 
they could easily have had a pre- 
judicial effect on the minds of the 
jurors. 


To the person on the witness 


stand, it is often frustrating to be 
hemmed in by rules of evidence. 
His instinct may be to tell his 
story, wide-open style, just as he 
would at the dinner table. 


But, 
besides the danger of 


prejudicing the jury, there is the 
practical necessity of curbing peo- 


_ pie who can't seem to stick to the 
: point. Too many witnesses re- 


semble the fellow of whom Abra- 
ham Lincoln once said: 


"He can compress the most 


words into the smallest ideas of 
any man I ever met." 


With people like that turned 


loose on the wiiness stand, the 
business of justice might never get 
done.

His has been a life spent in Grove Cemetery,

But he has lost some 
ground, as the public opinion 
polls indicate, and he will have 
to make up for it. 


He has made speeches and 


statements this year, plenty of 
them on assorted subjects, in- 
terlarding them with pep talks, 
particularly about the war in 
Viet Nam. 


But they haven't been the 


kind to arouse a lot of people, or 
convince them, as the polls 
seem to indicate. 


Always he tried to be optimis- 


tic about the war, often when 
there appeared to be little rea- 
son for it, and he has saturated 
Congress with his programs, 
although this year Congress is 
in a slow crawl. 


For two years, thanks to the 


1964 elections, Johnson has had 
big Democratic majorities in 
both houses of Congress to sup- 
port him. But in less than five 
months voters will ballot on a 
new Congress. 


Johnson needs the big majori- 


ties 
to 
sail 
his 
programs 


through the next two years al- 
though 
in 
a 
nonpresidential 


election year like this the party 
in power figures to lose some 
seats in Congress anyway. 


This 
year 
the 
Democrats 


probably will suffer more than 
the usual losses if the voters are 
disillusioned with the adminis 
tration, and apparently they are 
to an increasing degree. 


The polls show a diminishing 


public confidence in Johnson's 
handling of his job and the war, 
bad news for anyone as restless 
as Johnson, and as anxious for 
approval. 


Yet, for many months, despite 


the great general concern about 
the war, he has refrained from 
a full-length explanation to the 
nation about it, even though this 
might haVe helped smother the 
"doves" and critics on his back. 


Silence, however, did have a 


certain value. The Vietnamese 
situation, despite some military 
progress, has been uncertain, 
with the danger of the govern- 
ment and people in Viet Nam 
tumbling into political chaos. 


If that had happened, after 


Johnson presented a sunnier 
picture, the reaction would have 
been far worse than if he had 
kept 
quiet. 
Johnson 
could 


choose to be quiet, and he did. 
He won't have that choice much 
longer. 


Although this Congress set a 


fabulous record in 1965, it lost 
its steam this year and Johnson 
loks like a poor prophet for 
predicting it would be ready to 
complete its work in July. 


N.OW no one is predicting it 


will finish before Labor Day, at 
the earliest. 


But Johnson will have to 


make campaign talks for his 
Democrats before the Novem- 
ber elections. He will be a lot 
more persuasive if the congres- 
sional record is good. But, good 
or poor, he will have to talk. 


And once he starts talking 


about the virtues of his adminis- 
tration, since the war is an 
overriding American issue, he 
can no longer delay a full dis- 
cussion of that, no matter how it 
look-? bv November. 


If it looks good, of course, he 


will be way ahead.

At one point on the CBS radio- 


television program "Face the 
Nation," Carmichael, chairman 
of the Student Nonviolent Coor- 
dinating Committee, said gov- 
ernment officials are saying all 
the time the only hope for Ne- 
groes is to go into the Army. 


Asked to name any governf 


ment official who said it, he re- 
plied "I can't think of it right 
now." 


He questioned President John- 


son's sincerity in wanting Ne- 
groes to vote under the 1965 vot- 
ing rights law. He said if John- 
son "is sincere about it, why 
doesn't he dispatch federal reg- 
istrars where they are needed?" 


The President has sent the'rri, 


to many counties. 


Oarmichael 
took 
another 


crack at the President by ex- 
plaining why he and his organi- 
zation earlier this month re- 
fused to take part in Johnson's 
White House Conference on Civ- 
il Rights. 


He said "we felt the President 


was calling the conference at 
that time when his international 
prestige was at a low ebb ansh 
he was going to use it to try to 
build up his prestige." 


The fact is Johnson first dis- 


closed h i s intention o f calling 
the conference during a com- 
mencement address he made 
last June at Howard University. 


He called the first part of the 


conference — 250 delegates — 
into

November 


where the plan was made to 
have a final conference thft 
spring. 


Carmichael was asked why — 


after watching Negroes register 
in 
Mississippi 
during 
the 


present inarch—he later told a 
group of young people: "Every 
courthouse in Mississippi should 
be burned down tomorrow so we 
can get rid of the dirt." 


He said he was talking "liter- 


. ally" — not "figuratively" arf 
then explained that when he 
said "burn down" he "meant an 
analogy used in this country all 
over by many people." 


But "literally" means 
"ac- 


tually" and "analogy" means 
"similar to." He didn't explain 
what "literally" burning down 
the courthouses was similar to. 


In Mississippi Oarmichael has 


called for "black power" and 
most of the program was tak&i 
un with whether he meant force 
and violence. He wound up say- 
ing nonviolence and violence 
were "irrelevant" 
and that 


"when I myself decide to be 
violent, if that is my objective, 
then it becomes acceptable." 


But he explained he hasn't 


ureed anyone to violence. 


Before starting his march into 


Mississippi earlier this montj- 
Meredifh explained his reasons 
for it: "First we want to tear 
down the fear that grips Ne- 
groes in Mississippi and we 
want to encourage the 450,000 
Negroes remaining unregistered 
(as voters) in Mississippi." 


But in New York on June 9, 


three days after being shot, 
Meredith said he would return 
to take UD the march but this 
time would be armed.

Sutton, a 21-year-old righthander with the 


Los Angeles Dodgers, is possibly the best 
rookie pitcher in the major leagues. 


A year ago, his first season as a profes- 


sional, he split his time between Santa Bar- 
bara in the California League and Albuquer- 
que of the Texas League. 


A look at his record shows why he made 


the long jump from the m i n o r s to Los 
Angeles in one season. 


Don was in 31 games. 10 at Santa Barbara 


and 21 at Albuquerque. All were starts and 
he completed 24 games. In 258 innings 
pitched he had 247 strikeouts and allowed 
only 45 walks. His combined record was 23-7. 


And he did it without an overpowering fast 


ball which tells you more about his quick 
success. 


"That's why everyone always doubted if [ 


could make it in the majors," Don said. "But 
ever since I was young, the curve was my 
best pitch. 


"When it came to my fast ball everyone 


would say I was 'sneaky fast' which is just 
a polite way to say someone doesn't have a 


good fast ball. It's like saying a slow runner 
has 'deceptive' speed." 


In addition to the curve. Don's other big 


pitch is the slider. 


His confidence in these pitches made the 


difference when he reported to Vero Beach. 
Fla., the Dodgers' spring training camp, last 
February. 


"I knew I could win." he said, "if I got my 


stuff over. You know, a young pitcher who 
can get his pitches over has a lot bettea- 
chance to make it in the majors sooner than 
the young hitters. The hitters have so much 
more to learn. But a pitcher with good stuff 
has the opportunity." 


Sutton had the opportunity. Sandy Koufax 


and Don Drysdale were in the midst of their 
holdout and Walter Alston was looking for 
additional help just in case his two starters 
decided to become movie stars. 


Sutton made a quick impression. 
"I think." said former Dodger star Duke, 


Snider, "he has the best curve on the staff 
other than Koufax." 


Apparently Alston agreed. The rest of the

Pick Right Tool 


Round-pointed s h o v e l s 


come with long or short han- 
dles. The long handle extends 
your reach and saves you 
from bending over. The long 
handle gives you greater lev- 
erage. The short handle is an 
aid in working in confined 
areas close to shrubs and 
trees or down inside a hole. 


When you buy a shovel, 


look it over carefully. Rest its 
blade flat on the floor. Some 
handles rise at a sharper an- 
gle than others. An almost 
straight blade and handle are 
the best combination for dig- 
ging. A handle that r i s e s 
sharply is best for lifting 
loads. 


Most amateurs tire quick- 


ly when digging because they 
use the wrong methods. The 
blade s h o u l d be driven 
straight into the ground, not 
at an angle. Your full weight 
goes on the blade when you 
press down with your foot on 
a blade held straight.

Take it easy. Slice off a 


chunk of earth only four to 
six inches thick. A bite much 
thicker than that is harder to 
move, harder to lift and more 
work to break up. 


Once you've taken a bite of 


earth, rock the shovel back 
and forth to loosen, it. Get one 
hand down near the blade 
when you lift the load. Keep- 
ing your grip too far back on 
the handle allows the load on 
the blade to exert leverage.

If you are returning from 


a country where cholera, yel- 
low fever, typhus or plague 
are prevalent, you must also 
have valid proof of vaccina- 
tion against these diseases. 


When planning your trip it 


is well to consider the effect 
on your health of the area 
you expect to visit. If you 
have hay fever you will find 
a welcome absence of rag- 
weed in Europe, 
Bermuda 


and the Virgin Islands. If you 
have asthma or other respira- 
tory diseases a warm, stable 
climate is recommended.

al disease or an easily upset 
digestive tract, your best bet 
is a cold climate.

Some thought should also 


be given to your wardrobe. In 
hot humid areas your cloth- 
ing should be light in weight 
and color, loose in fit and pre- 
ferably linen or cotton.

For cold coun- 
tries provide yourself with 
woolen night wear including 
a sleeping cap and bed socks.

NATURAL 
STREAMS 
SURVEY 


Starting at the beginning in studying the impact of man on natural water resources, the 
Interior Department's Geological Survey is establishing research stations on 36 "undefiled" 
stream sites. Purpose is to determine how streams behave in their natural state in order to 
evaluate the ultimate effect of such human-originated influences as stream diversions, storage 
dams, pollution, dredging and industrial use on the nation's water resources. Sites selected as 
still relatively free of man's influence are;
